Daily lines of stages are runming to and 
fiom Mountain City and Denver, and the 
roads are now being stocked for lines to 
Boulder, Tartyall, Arkansas, and Blue 
River diggings. We have also superior 
hotels, boarding houses, and restaurants, 
where travelers can find as good accom- 
modations, and at as low rates, as any= 
where 1n the country. 

We feel great pride in viewing the rapid 
progress of Golden City, where eleven 
months ago not a house was to be seen, or 
even the site for the town selected, This 
is owing, in a great measure, to tlre enter- 
prise of our citizens; but the great seciet 
of this rapid growth 1s in the location, be- 
ing, ag it 1s, the key to the mountains. 
From this point diverge roads to all the 
mines yet opened; and it is a fact that em- 
igrants and traders; cannot get around it 
so easily as they ean come to it, in going 
to and from the mines; and so long as out 
merchants pursue a liberal couise, we 
must command a Jarge trade. 

Excellent grass for stock 1s found in the 
immediate vicinity, and competent anil 
trustworthy ranchers receive and return 
stock at an hout’s notice. 

Clear Creek, which flows through the 
heart of the city, at all seasons of the year 
affords abundant water power to carry all 
the machinery which can be crowded 
upon its banks. Mill sites have already 
been selected, and ere long we expect to 
hear the hum of machinery in our midst, 
propelled by the waters of the creck.— 
Mmes are being opened close at hand, 
which promise to yield largely of the pre- 
cious ore.

EXCITEMENT IN Canirornia. 

The Pony Express brings sad news.— 
The dates are fiom San Fiancisco, May 
138th, 3 40 P. M. 

Several Americans had been murdered 
on Carson’s river, while asleep, by the 
Indians. This outrage led toan organ- 
ization of whites. The volunteers, num- 
bering one hundred and five men, p'aced 
themselves under the command of Major 
Oimsby, and pushed in pmisuit of the In- 
dians. The report says:— 

This force, on the 12th instant, at 4 P 
M. came upon the Indians at bend of 
Truckee rivet, about sixty-five miles 
northward toward Pyramid Lake from 
Vigna City. Tho Indiana were n am- 
bush at a nuriow pass through which the 
Ormsby party were proceeding, and 
numbering, itis supposed, not less than 
five hundied, all having fire-arms, pay 
ofamumition,and onc hundred and fifty 
horses within convenient distance, They 
opened afne upon our troops from their 
safe hiding places, and Major Ormsby 
ordered acharge, butthe Indians continu- 
ed to skulk, firing oecasionnjly from be- 
hind rocks and sage bushes, doing damage 
Without suffering much retin. This 
condition of things continued two hours, 
when the amunition of Ormshy’s party 
gove out. ‘Che Indians seeing this, closed 
upon our men, pouring in volley after 
volley, killing many on the spot. The 
balance retreated, scattermg in all direc-

These movements warrant the belicf that 
there are no less than 300 well armed vol- 
unteers from California, and 260 U. S. 
soldiers ready for duty on the eastern 
slope of the mountaing, which js an ample 
force to protect the people as long as un- 
paid volunteers can afford to remain in 
the field. At the last accounts the hostile 
Indians were all to the north of the Pony 
Express and Salt Lake mail and emigrant 
route, and the troops will be so posted as 
to keep that route open. The Indians off 
the eastern side of the mountains, extend- 
ing north into Oregon, and westward into 
the interior of Utah, number probably 
2,000, and from their contiguity with Mor- 
mons and other soavoItable causes, are 
all liable to become hostile to Americans, 
unless permanent means are taken by the 
government to restrain them. At feast 
500 U. S. soldiers should be stationed at 
different exposed points, between the 
Humboldt and Walker Rivers.

` Farrien’sti ain left this city forthe States, in 
charge of Davis Lanter. Ir reached Denver 
nbout noon, and halted in Highland, near 
the bridge; and in the afternoon passed on 
m charge of Wm. F. Hadley—Mr. Lan- 
ter remaining behind in Denver— and 
camped on the Platte, about four miles be- 
low the latter city, At the time of camp- 
ing, J B, Card, who had been but four 
days in the train, drove on the wrong side 
of the corral, for which he received can- 
siderable wordy abuse from Hadley, 
Throughout the day the latter had applied 
many insulting epithets to Card, and at 
this time Card requested him to desist, 
saying that he had received slang enough 
already. Hadley retorted, anq was ans- 
wered by Card, and in a few moments 
blows instead of words were interchanged. 
At this moment Mi. Lanter came up, and 
ordered them to cease. Caid complied 
with the order, but Hadley, a moment 
after, drew his knife, seized the forme: by 
the throat, pressed him against the wagon 
wheel, and stabbed bim in the lower part 
of the abdomen, on the right side. Card 
died on Friday morning, at half-past thice 
o'clock. 

The aboveisa summāry of the evidence 
given at the trial in Denver, on Saturday 
last 
“guilty, and Hadley was sentenced to 
be hung on Monday the 25th, betweeu the 
hours of two and five P. M. But fortune 
willed ıt that the prisoner and two mules 
should disappear sometime during Satur- 
day might, and the trio are probably now 
¿n their way to the States. In conse- 
quence of the absence of Hadley, the 
hanging did not take place on Monday, 
and 13 * indefinitely postponed.” 

Card was from Quincy, Ul, and was 
represented as a quiet, inoffensive man. 

Hadley 1 from Platte City, Mo., and 
kad been four years in the employ of Mr. 
Lanter, who testifies to his good charac- 
ter, Another witness, however, said he 
hud known Hadley eight years, and that 
he "was of an extremely iritable disposi- 
tion. 

Much excitement exists in Denver in 
consequence of the escape, and the gen- 
eal belief seems to be that money was 
the potent charm which opened the prison 
coors to the criminal. 

It is reported that on Tuesday Hadley 
was met by a party of emigrants, making 
the best possible thne toward the States, 
and boasting that he had paid a handsome 
sum to be set at beity.

Proeressinc.—Mount Vernon, situ- 
ated at the baso of the mountains, five 
miles from Golden City, twelve miles from 
Denver, and seven miles from Bradford, 
now has eight houses completed, and sev- 
eral more under way. Mr, G. Mallatt, 
a former resident of Golden City, writes 
us from Mt. Vernon under date of June 
gd: — 


“Through this village passes the great- 
est thoroughfares in this country, into all 
the principal mines in the mountains. The 
average number of teams going into the 
several mines, perhaps is 50 pet day. 
Eleven or twelve quaitz mills have passed 
through this roud to Gregory Diggings. 
Improvements of various kinds are rapidly 
progressing. Dwelling houses are going 
up as if by magic. Many families have 
already located in this town. The Rev.

GeneraL Inreniicence.— The old 
Gregory Digging-—the first paying ones 
discovered in the Pike’» Peak region—con- 
tinue the great center of the northern 
mines, An immense population is already 
located here; by the most moderate esti- 
mate, there are upwards of ten thousand 
people within eight miles of Mountain 
City. Some fifty steam quartz crushing 
machines are now in the district, but only 
seven or eight have yet been put in opera- 
tion Some of these, owing to imperfect 
machinery, and quicksilver so adulterated 
as to be utterly worthless, have done but 
little. In one instance, owing to the adul- 
teration of the quicksilver, a cord of quartz 
supposed to be worth upwards of $100 
yielded. but $2. The majority, however, 
are doing well. The only one from which 
we have reliable figures, employs twenty- 
five men, and yields from $300 to $400 a 
day. There arc about 50 mastras in oper- 
ation, run by mnie, horse and water-power, 
and ‘netting ” the proprietors on an aver- 
age, about $25 per day. 


Goops un tHE Mines.—The largest 
stock of goods ever taken into the mines, 
passed through our city a few days since, 
in sixteen wagons, all very heavy Joaded, 
It is owned by John Armor, Esq., recertly 
connected with the Express Company, and 
is said to mount to $25,000, Mr. Armor 
is located in Central City, at the junction 
of the Eureka and Nevada gulches.

ioxcecution of Marcus Gredler 
For the murder of Jacob Roeder near 
Bear Creek, on the 12th inst., took place ut 
Denver on Friday last. After a fair and 
impartial trial before a jury of the people, 
the folowing sentence was passed upon 
the prisoner, aft-r being approved by the 
people by an almost unanimous vote 
“Wae the judges chosen by the people to 


try the case of Murcus Gredler for mur- 
der, of which crino a jury of his country 
has found him guilty, do hereby—on be- 
half of the people—puss the following 
séatence. That the pioner shall be 
hanged by the neck unul dead, on Friday 
the 1ith day of June 1860, between the 
hours of twa and five o’elock r. a.” 

We copy the following account of the 
execntion from the Rocky Mountain 
Neus Extra : — 

‘The condemned was carefully guarded 
during the night. This morning he ate a 
hearty breakfast at the Broadwell House, 
was shaved, had letters written to his 
wife and friends and other necessary lit- 
tle preparations for his end. 


THE PREPARATIONS. 


Atan early hour workmen began the 
erection of the gallows, on Charry Creek 
hattom, at the Foot of Curtis sureet, and 
but a short disvance above the thickly set- 
tlod portion of the city. Around the seaf- 
fold a circular spate—-near two hundred 
feet in diametex—waa staked off and en- 
closed with a strong rope, 

At five minutes before $ o’clock, all. was 
an rendimess to proceed to the place of ex- 
ecution, and the procession formed—the 
prisoner walking composedly between 
Rov.’s Kehler and Cormark, followed by 
a fow friends, and escorted by a strong 
police force of fuor and horse. l 

Upon reaching the scaffold, the prisoner 
asconded it. Alfter making afew re- 
marks he requasted Mr, Newman to read 
his confession, previously prepared, The 
vast concourse of people —_lsteued tu 
breathless silence, At ita conclusion, the 
clergymen jomal him in religious exer- 
ciges and prayer; afier which he bade good 
bye to those around him, thon bade fare- 
well to the people around ani to the 
whole world—exkorting allto govern 
their passions. 

The rope was then adjusted, the black 
erp drawn over bis face and at ball past 
three the drop sell. At the end of twenty 
muutes the attendant physicians pro- 
pounced life extinet, After hanging hali

CONFESSION OF MARCUS GREDLER~-READ 
ON THE SCAFFOLD} 
( Tranalated by Gus. NEWMAN. ) 

We left Leavenworth April 2th. Ar- 
rived at Denver June 12th. Was often 
tald on the road to be careful of Roeder. 
Deceased never was satisfied, but always 
onua about camping and everything 
else, 

We drave out six or soyen miles on ou 


way to the Blue. Deceased often quar-| 


reled with otheis who happened to camp 
or travel with us,-for which reason we 
usually camped alone. 

e agreed together (myself, Mrs. 
Roeder and Pampauch, ) that such a man 
wag unfit to live. Tiemonstrated, as it 
would only last three or four days more 
with me. 

In the evening when tyme to camp, I 
drove one way by mistake while deceased 
wanted to go another, and then the quarrel 
originated, Lhd not understand him, 
then unyoked the cattle, when deceased 
rushed up and shatched the whip out of my 
hand. said to his wife that he—decensed 
—was not fit to live, or worth living. 
Madness seized my brain and I resolved 
to kill him Deceased some time afte 


lay on the ground, and madness prompted | 


me to act, which [then did with the ax, 
After kiling him I fred the pistol myself— 
The evidence which the principal witness 
gave is in the mam correct; with the ex- 
‘au ton that Ispoke with them, and they 


of their own free will agreed to swear that T! 


acted in self defence, and that deceased first 
fred at me. The wife of deceased told me 


in the yresence of the other man. “Let us 


tell that he killed himself’? t We will 
bury him and nobody will know anything 
about it.” 

I then proposed to act as I have done, 
that is, to give myself up, and say that! 
acted in selfilefence; otherwise it might 
be found out that deceased had not been 
shot, and bring us all into trouble, which 


proposition was accepted, I didnot thea- 


en their lives if they informed on we, 
Everything was agreed as [ have stated, 
and they were to remain i camp until J 
returned fiom town, on the supposition 
that they were to see me clear and pre- 
serve my life. 1 gave myself up; other- 
wise I could have escaped without taking 
the chances of losing my hfe in a trial. 


I am satisfied with the proceedings of 
my trial, which has been fair and m m-j 


tial. I willingly forgive all those who 
have ever wronged me. I thank the judges 
and jury for ther impartiality during my 
trial, also the officers in attendancd; and 
especially do_I thank tho sheriff and his 
deputies for their kind attention durmg 
my confinement, 

Tam now about to close, and warn eve- 
ry body to govern thelr passions, and never 
be tempted to commit the act for which I 
ain now about to pny the penalty with my 
life. 

Before concluding, letme thank the Rev, 
Dr, Kebler for his spiritual advice, Lilie 
in the-Cathohe Auth, sorry for whut f 
have done; and miy God have mercy ou

Mancus GREDLER. 

The unfortunate man who bas just ex- 
pisted his great crime on the gallows, 
was boin at Collerthal, in the principality 
of Tyrol, Germany, on the 21st of Mareby 
1829, He leaves a wife and one child in 
his native town. Six yeas ago he emi- 
gated to the United States, und three 
years later settled in Leavenworth, which 
has been his home ever rince, though he 
has been on the plains aud in Utah more 
than a year of that time, 

Daring the Mormon war he was in the 
employ of the U, 8. A. Quartermaster’s 
department. He was a brewer by trade, 

In person Gredler is a good looking 
man of medium height. He seems blessed

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| Terrible ‘Tornado in Towa. 
Cuyicaco, June 5. 

Fiom telegraphic messages recerved 
here last night and this morning, we leara 
the following particulars of the tornado in 
‘Lowa, Sunday evening: 

The first heard of it was between Marian 
and Cedar Rapids, in Lion county, Iowa, 
going north-west and south-east m three

© At Lisbon station the depot buildings 
rand all the ware-houses in the village were 
completely demolished. 
A train of fieight cars, heavily loaded,

Before reaching here, we learn that 16 
: persons were killed

The tornado w known to have traversed 
a distance of 90 miles m lowa, and 170 in 
Dunois, doing an mealeulndle amount of 
dumage to property. The loss of hfe 
esnnot be leas than one hundred and fifty. 
During the entire day yesterday two 
trains were run every hour feom Clinton 
to the seeno of desolation, and through the 
aid of efficient committees, much relief 
was tenderer,
